operating and Divesting Traffic 
to Relieve Congestion 


It may be of gencral interest to 
the Canadian public to know some 
examples of the way in which their 
railways, through the Canadian Pa- 
cific Association for National De- 
fence, are exchanging traffic in the 
interests of efficiency. 

In one case the C. P. R. diverted 
by way of the Soo Line one thou- 
sand cars of freight so as to relieve 
the mgin line of the company along 
the nérth shore of Lake Superior. 
These cars passed’ south from’ Win- 
nipeg to Minneapolis and by way of 
Sault Ste. Maric into Ontario. They 
consisted chiefly of grain for domes- 
tic consumption in Canada. 


One hundred cars of freight per 
day are being diverted from the C. 
P. R.at Quebec anid travelling by 


way of the National Transcontinen- 
tal to Halifax. ‘While there is no 
saving in mileage, this, in the inter- 
est of the country, relicves the C. 
P. R. main line to St. John for 
classes of export freight more urg- 
ently required there. 

In Toronto an arrangement was 
successfully carried out whereby one 
hundred and twenty cars of freight 
eastbound for Montreal were turned 
over from the C. P. R. to the C. N. 
R. every day. , 

The Grand Trunk during the win- 
ter season has been diverting one 
hundred and fifty to two hundred 
cars of coal per day to the C, P. R. 
and T. H. & B. in order to -iessen 
the congestion on the Grand Trunk 
from the Niagara frontier to Toron- 
to and other points. 

The Grand Trunk has also divert- 

ed fifty cars per day to the C. N. R. 
at Toronto. 
‘In Western Canada the Canadian 
Northern has on several occasions 
transferred surplus traffic to the sis- 
ter railways in the West.

Some Queries and Answers Regard- 
ing Conservation of Food 


The New Broom, Your hint about 
the containers is very timeiy, In 
view of the fact that next scason 
many housewives will avail them- 
selves of the canning .of products of 
the “war gardens” it is “good busi 
ness” to overhaul the empty contain- 
ers at this time with their rubber 
and other attachments and get them 
in readiness for next stimmier’s: can- 
ming. Glass cans should be thorough- 
ly cleansed after their contents have 
beea removed and their rubber bauds 
should also receive careful attention. 
If ihe containers are packed securcly 
in boxes much expenditure will be 
saved in again filling the cellar with 
canned fruits and vegetables, 


Curious. Most decidedly, buy 
your cercal in bulk. While it may 
cost more at the time # is genuine 
economy to do this. For one thing, 
in buying the small package you are 
paying for cardboard, decorations 
and frequently for premiums, When 
you buy in bulk you arg getting full 
value for your money. Are you 
aware that the food controller | has 
passed regulations which provide 
that the cereals shall not be sold 
without a license in packages of less 
than twenty pounds? This is going 
to make a good deal of difference to 
the consumer. He is going to get 
better value for his money, At the 
same time the food controller will 
be able to curb the use of wheat in 
the manufacture of cereals, | \here- 
ever he deems it to be necessary. Al- 
ready a number of manufacturers 
have signified their intention of us- 
ing corn and other substitutes for 
wheat in their breakfast foods. 

The Westerner. You should not 
experience so much difficulty after 
this in adapting your menu to the 
food controller’s regulations. The 
‘West is to have an abundance of fish 
and the rural communities will be 
supplied at a very reasonable cost 
No doubt you are aware that Mr, J. 
D. McGregor, Western  representa- 
tive of the food controller, has taken 


- active steps in regard to the fisher- 


ies and plans are afoot by which 
co-operative farmers’ associations 
will be supplied with carloads of fish 
at one cent advance per pound over 
the price paid to fishermen plus the 
cost of boxes and _ transportation. 
This means that plenty of fish will 
be available for these associations at 
from 30 to 80 per cent. lower cost 
than formerly. You, as a Western- 
er, will be interested to know that 
one Winnipeg fish company has 
agreed to supply any quantity of 
fish to consumers in the conntry at 
the following prices, f.o.b., (no 
charge for boxes): Whitefish, 12% 
cenis; trout, 12% cents; pickerel 1244 
cents; jackfish, 9 cents; tulibees, 9 
cents. 

A Country Cousin. It is strange 
that you should feel that it is a sac- 
tifice to give up certain things to 
cat at this time. There is no ques- 
tion of sacrifice. It is straight duty. 
Do you know that your cousins in 
England are soining the food queues 
in some cases at 5 o’clock i the 
morning and waiting, perhaps with 
3,000 other women, for their  sup- 
plies of tea, butter and margarine? 
Remember, too, that the situation in 
England is not nearly as aggravated 
as it is in France, Belgium-and Ser-

Seed Testing 
And Good Crops 


Now Is the Time to Be Thinking 
About the Seed Grain 


The importance of knowing 
whether one’s seed is vital before 
seeding can seareely be over-empha- 
sized. In these times when a good 
crop ineans so much, not only to 
the farmer but to the country, it 
would appear almost criminal not to 
know, when the facilities for know- 
ing are within reach, 

Take this case in point. During 
the last season two members of the 
seed branch, department of~agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, went out a short dis- 
tance to see a field of barley, or 
tather a field on which forty dollars 
worth of barley had been sown in 
the spring. A farmer had rented the 
field and one of the conditions was 
that he should leave it seeded down 
with timothy and clover, The crop 
of barley was so light that it wasn’t 
worth harvesting. A good crop of 
wecds was maturing their secd, how- 
ever, and wild mustard plants were 
there in sufficient quantity to practi- 
cally ruin the field for pure seed 
Purposes afterwards. Labor was so 
scarce that the farmer couldn’t look 
after it, and the owner didn’t, so the 
weeds were having their own way. 

Some of this seed barley was aft- 
erward tested and only 8 per cent. 
Proved vital. No wonder it was a 
failure, you say, and rightly so; but 
see the loss to both renter and own- 
cr of the land. Could it have been 
avoided? Why, yes. All the farmer 
had to do was cither to test 25 or 
100 kernels’ in soil: or between blot- 
ting paper moistened between plates, 
or send 200 kernels of his barley to 
the seed branch, department of agri- 
culture, Ottawa, where testing — is 
done free of charge. Not cven 
stamps are needed to send up to 
eight ounces through the mails. 

It isn’t likely that that farmer will 
take a chanve again on forty dollars’ 
worth of barley. But what about 
thousands of other farmers who pay 
little or no attention to the vitality 
of their seed. Will they take any 
chances this year? Seed-cdrn is not 
only likely to he very scarce ‘but ex- 
tremely poor in vitality in 
cases, Look out for it. Why not 
look out ‘for all seeds. Now is the 
ime to be thinking about the seed 
grain, Get it cleaned up as soon as 
possible and then test it or have it 
tested for vitality. 

The department of agriculture also 
tests secds free of charge at Calgary 
Alta., but postage is required to send 
samples ‘there. 


Marketing Grain 


Laws for the Protection of the Farm- 
er in Marketing His Products 

Intending settlers in Western Can- 
ada should not overlook the splendid 
provision made under the Canadian 
laws for the protection of the farmer 
in marketing his products. The Grain 
Trade is regulated by the grain act 
and secures the greatest possible im- 
munity from abuses that may arise 
in connection with the grain busi- 
ness. 

All grain is sold to grades estab- 
lished by law and determined by the 
governnient inspectors, The admin- 
istration of the grain act is put in 
the hands of a warehouse commis- 
sioner, who is not allowed to have 
a pecuniary interest in the grain 
trade. Nearly all the grain is handl- 
ed through interior elevators, These 
are owned by the farmers, but a 
large number are also owned by 
grain dealers and milling coinpanies, 
All grain dealers must be licensed by 
the government and bonded, securing 
the farmer by this means against loss 
by dishonesty or insolvency on the 
part of the dealers, 

The farmer may deliyer his wheat 
at the elevator for cash, or if he pre- 
fers to hold it for a time with the 
proepert of obtaining a better price, 
1e may store it in the elevator and 
secre a storage ticket denominating 
the, quantity and the grade. Then 
he can sell it when the market suits 
him, If the farmer desires to ship 
the grain on his own account with- 
out dealing through the  clevators, 
the law provides for a loading plat- 
form on every station in order. that 
farmers may have facilities for load- 
ing direct from their wagons to the 
cars. The law further provides that 
the farmer has equal rights with the 
companies and dealers in securing 
ears for shipment,

Sentenée of death hag been passed 
upon old Bolivar, down at the na- 
tional park at Wainwright. Bolivar 
isa real old-timer, considerably the 
worse for his years and his physical 
infirmities, but still possesscd of a 
bad temper that won’t and can’t be 
tamed. It is largely because of that 
bad temper that he is to be done 
away with, for he is so persistently 
ugly and uncontrollable that the or¢ 
der has gone out for him to be shot 
in his vital parts until dead. 

The prospective victim of this 
death sentence is one of the nation’s 
buffalo wards. Bolivar is a real old 
Stager of the genuine wild beast var- 
iety. He is the only buffalo in the 
Whole herd at Wainwright that 
makes the drivers stand out of the 
way, for he charges like-a runaway 
railway engine, and absolutcly — re- 
fuses to be frightened, controlled or 
subdued, Temper is not the only 
characteristic charged up. against 
him, for he has a certain animal pug- 
hacity, mixed with spunk, that makes 
him more than a handful for his 
keepers.

In addition to the growing 
of seed supplies on the chain of ex- 
perimental farms under the supervi- 
sion of trained officers, the director, 
J. H. Grisdale, will provide or ap- 
Prove the seed stocks used by pri- 
vate growers. 

Effort is being centred in British 
Columbia, which is specially adapted 
to the production of root and vege- 
table “sceds, Dean Klinck and staft 
of the agricultural department of the 
provincial university will direct the 
growers and inspect their seed. Min- 
imum prices have been fixed, calcu- 
lated to cover the cost of production, 
thus providing protection to the 
grower but leaving him free to sell 
on a higher market. The present 
wholesale prices being much higher 
than the prices guaranteed, should 
serve as a further incentive to the

Remain in War 


But Russian Failure Has Been Tra- 
gedy for Her 


Take Jonescu, one of the leading 
statesmen of Rumania, and _ vice- 
president of the council of ministers, 
whose resignation from the cabinet 
King Ferdinand reeently declined to 
accept, talked with the Associated 
Press about the present position of 
Rumania and. what that country 
would expect as a condition of 
peace. 

As to the future course of Ruman- 
ia, he declared, the Rumanian peo- 
ple would remain faithful to the ecn- 
tente allics until the end, “whatever 
that end might be.”* {The vice-presi- 
dent of the council said that Ru- 
mania had drawn its sword in de- 
fence of freedom and justice and 
that the nation never would rest un- 
‘ these principles had been achiev- 
ed. 

“You are asking me to speak about 
my country’s situation when that sit- 
uation is at its worst,’ said M. 
Jonescu to the correspondent. 

“Remember, if Russia makes peace 
and we are forced _ to seck | refuge 
from a foc infinitely superior in 
strength of numbers, we have no 
Corfu like Serbia had when her sol- 
diers were forced to leave their na- 
tive soil. 

“The problems and sufferings of 
Rumania are little known in Ameri- 
ca. We have been rather silent about 
them as there are many things about 
which we could not talk. For ex- 
ample, the consequences to the en- 
tente allics of the Russian failure 
have been enormous, but to Rumania 
the results of that failure have been 
almost tragical. Yet we have borne 
the burden in silence. In spite of all 
our misfortune, however, I am con- 
vineed, that my country will continue 
to fight until the end. We can fol- 
lew only one course and that is the 
path of honor. We are under a 
pledge to remain loyal to the enten- 
te allies until the end. j

ba Patmer Makes Good Profit 
on Winter Fed Stock 


~ Even with the unusually high 
prices ruling at the present time for 
feed, many farmers in Western Can-: 
ada find it extremely profitable to 
buy lean cattle in the fall and feed 
them for sale later, Cases similar 
to the following are by no means ex- 
ceptional. 

At the end of October a Manitoba 
farmer purchased 36 head of cattle, 
mostly heifers at the Winnipe 
stockyards, at an average price a 
$100.50 per head. A little more than 
a month ago he sold them at $11 a 
hundredweight, which worked out 
at an average price of $141.50 a head. 

When purchased in October the. 
average weight of the animals was 
1,201 pounds each. When sold their 
average weight was 1,290 pounds, so 
that they gained an average of 89 
pounds each. They were fed 250 
pounds oats and barley chop each, 
and a ton of wild hay cut from va- 
cant lands., The latter cost $2.75 to 
put up. The farmer grew the oats 
and barley on his own farm and at 
the time” the feeding was begun the 
market price was $40 a ton. The 
actual cost of the feed therefore 
worked out at $12.75 per head of cat- 
tle so that after allowing for cost of 
labor there was still a handsome pro- 
fit from feeding in this way. 

Although December was unusually 
cold this winter these cows were fed 
constantly in the open with no shel- 
ter but the bluff, the high racks be- 
ing kept constantly full of hay, They 
had an ‘abundance of straw for bed- 


and salt, They came on the market 
in fine condition, and received much 
favorable comment,

Crop Protection 
Prepare to Protect Your ops 


- From Ravages of Insec 
Next Season 


Throughout the country there was 
a splendid response during 1917 to 
the call for increased agricultural 
production,. Larger crops were rais. 
ed on the farms, and city dwelicrs 
by the cultivation of gardens and va- 
cant lots contributed greatly to the 
success of Canada’s efforts to relieve 
the world-wide food shortage. Great- 
er production of food supplies than 
ever is required next year, for ficld 
crops are not only required to mee; 
immediate human needs, but increas- 
ed production of hogs, dairy products 
and becf are dependent upon © such 
crops. 

The production of maximum crops 
demands constant watchfulness and 
effort on the part of the farmer, fruit- 
grower, and vacant lot cultivator’ in 
order that such crops may be pro- 
tected from the numerous pests that 
attack them, We repeat: “Crop pro- 
tection means crop production.” In- 
sect pests destroy annually from 10 
to 25 per cent. of all crops grown. 
Thre total loss to the country is enor- 
mous; if we express the aggregate 
loss inflicted annually by insect pests 
to the field crops of Canada in terms 
of wheat we find that the total loss 
is sufficient to feed the entire popu- 
lation of the country for one year, 
Much of that loss can be prevented. 
At the present time it is incumbent 
upon us to take every means to pre- 
vent it. Insects can be as effective as 
enemy submarines in destroying food 
supplies, Like submarines, they arc 
insidious in their operations, They 
must be sought out and destroyed. 

Now is the time to make prepara- 
tious for next scason’s offensive. To 
be prepared is half the battle. Lack 
of foresight and due preparation 
means disappointment and loss, The 
greater cost of production and the 
greater need of more crops kes 
crop protection all the more nectes- 


}sary. Utilize the present quiet time 


to make plans for next season’s cam- 
paign. According to the crops that 
are grown and the insects that occur 
in your district make! preparations 
now for freventing their ravages 
next season. Owing to the sudden 
demand during the period when in- 
sects were active last summer for in- 
secticides such as lead arsenate, and 
Paris green, a serious shortage. oc- 
curred in many places, with conse- 
quent higher prices, This can be 
avoided if growers will obtain their 
requirements before spring. Insecti- 
cides are the growers’ ammunition, 
ample supplies of which are neces- 
sary to a successful offensive. Fruit- 
growers should now determine their 
E -take steps to— 
them. Growers’ of potatocs and oth- 
er field crops subject to insect at- 
tack should obtain supplies of the 
standard insecticides to meet their 
needs; arsenicals for insects such as 
grasshoppers, potato-beetles, cut- 
worms and other caterpillafs that 
devour the foliage; contact insecti- 
cides such as whale-oil soap and nic- 
otine preparations for such insects as 
plant lice or aphids, All spraying 
machinery should be thoroughly ov- 
erhauled, cleaned, and oiled in readi- 
ness for use when required in the 
spring, as the spring is a busy time 
for the grower. Such timely prepar- 
ation will mean not only the saving 
of time—an important matter when 
labor is scarce—but it will also mean 
the saving of creps, for a few days 
delay in applying preventive or con- 
trol measures will frequently result 
in serious losses from insect pests. 

When it is possible a and 
trash of all kinds should be BRaned 
up and burnt. A clean farm, orchard 
or garden means fewer insect pests. 
Weedy fences and fields and accumu- 
lations of rubbish provide hiding 
places for these crop. destroyers, 

It will be advisable to watch seeds 
of all kinds that are stored under 
cover, as these are subject to the at- 
tacks of many insects, such as wee- 
vils, ete. Seed peas and beans should 
receive special attention, and if they 
are infected they should be fumigat- 
cd with carbon bisulphide. 

In the spring special attention 
should be paid to the careful prepar- 
ation of a more vigorous growth, and 
vigorous plants can more successful- 
ly withstand insect attacks. 

Farmers, fruit growers and others 
are urgently requested to make the 
fullest use of the offices of the En- 
tomological Branch. Lnuquiries or 
calls for assistance addressed to the 
Dominion Entomologist, Department 
of Agriculture, Ottawa, to whom all 
communications may be mailed free 
of postage, or to any of the officers 
in charge of our field laboratories in 
{he various provinces, will be 
immediate attention and al’ the help 
possible will be rendered to secure 
the protection of crops. . It is the de- 
sire of all these officers to assist to 
the fullest extent of their powers.

With Different Kinds of Feed 


Shorts and Middlings—These flour’ 
by-products are essentially pig feeds. 
They realize their greatest value 
when fed to pigs, and under present 
conditions should be reserved for 
them, ‘They are not as economical 
when combined with shorts. Good 
shoris is an ideal fted for your pigs 
and can be used profitably for pigs 
of all ages, but the preportion § of 
shorts in the feed mixture should 
gradually decrease as the pigs de- 
velop. 

Oats—For pig feeding oats sheuld 
be very finely ground, They can be 
used to best advantages in mixture 
for young pigs and the breeding 
herd. They are usually too expen- 
sive to be depended upon entirely 
for fattening. 

Barley—Bariey like oats, should be 
finely ground. As a single feed with 
or without other feeds barley has no 
superiors and few cquals under Can- 
adian conditions. 

Rye—Rye is very similar to barley 
in feeding value, but is not so safe 
a feed. It should always be fed in 
mixture. 

Corn—Corn is the old reliable. It 
may be fed in any form, ground or 
whole, husked or unhusked; no feed 
is quite so well relished; no feed is 
quite so effective in giving the pig 
condition that makes for either de- 
velopment or finish, . Corn. is at its 
best with such feeds as skim milk, 
buttermilk, and whey, but it can fil 
a big place in any ration, Every 
farmer should plan to have a piece of 
land in car corn for finishing off the 
pigs next fall.

Made a Friendly Trip Over 
London 


London yesterday had its first 


view of a British “Zeppelin,” a re- 
cent edition of The Times says. It 
Nor- | came from the cast out of the mist, 


sclf-announced by. the sound of: its 
engines, sailed low acréss the city in 
the track of the river, swung found 
in a wide and graceful sweeping 
curve over Buckingham Palace, and 
was lost to sight again in the. mist. 

Thousands of people watched — the 
passage of the great ship with min- 
gled admiration and pride. There 
majesty and 
beauty in its steady movement. The 
huge “Zeppelin’—no one dreamt of 
calling it by any other name, for in 
all except friendliness it answered 
the general conception of the vaunt- 
ed monsters of Germany—seemed 
to glide through the oir with the 
smooth motion of a vast liner in an 
untroubled sea. its length and the 
steadiness of its progress belied’ its 
speed. The wind, so far as thosc 
below could tell, did not disturb its 
even course, and when it wheeled 
to follow the winding course of 
the Thames and crossed. Whitehall 
to circle the palace, it was abund- 
antly cleac that, for all its vastness, 
the ship was perfectly responsive to 
the touch of the helm. 

Arrested bv the heavy drone of 
the airship’s motors, a drone curi- 
ously different from that of any 
aeroplane, hundreds of people left 
their luncheon and went out into the 
streets to watch the spectacle. So 
low was the ship flying that one 
could see plainly some of the | de- 
tails, as well as the broad outline 
of its formation. On its bows, 
where the long-ribbed body came to 
a point, was the red, white and 
blue “target,” which is the distinc: 
tive imark of British aircraft. Half 
way along ihe body, on the under- 
sides, were similar marks. The feur- 
bladed tail of the ship was painted 
in the same three colors. Beneath 
the body of the ship were the gon- 
dolas. 

As the ship moved away and 
melted gradually into the haze, the 
sunlight caught its side, and caused 
it to glow long after the outline of 
the vessel had become indistinct. 
Twinkling I'ehts in the gondolas 
gave the last picturesque touch to 
a spectacle which was at once 
beautiful and impressive. 


The Sun’s Brightness 


Total Quantity of Light Shed” by 
the Earth’s Great Luminary 


One of thé biggest artificial lights 
in the world is the 50,000,000 candic- 
power light .installed at the Falls of 
Niagara.

000 just as powerful as the biggest 
man has accomplished. . So Uncle 
Sam will have to try again. The Ni- 
agara illumination is “some” light, 
but old Sol is equal to 3134 trillions 
of them!
